Doctor Saves Young Woman From 
Her Assailant in Buggy 



Aromed by nuguhdied ibHcki from . n 
buggy pmting the Armour ico house at 
Round Lake, at 10:30 one evenlncr lost 
■week, Dr. E. A. Crano, wbo wni ft truest of 
the manager, Frank E. Fondowon, dnsbed 
for the road to find the ennio of tbe distur- 
bance nnd unearthed ari outrage uaparal- 
ted in* the .county. 

Reaching the road bo jaw a buggy stand- 
ing in tha ditch and from it were emanat- 
ing the Bcrcams of a young woman, strug- 
gling in the grain of n ruffian, whoSe shad- 
owy outlines the doctor could see. As soon 
.as the rcscuerer nenred the outfit tbe driver 
whipped up the horse ond to n running ae- 
coppnnitnent of shrieks for help the vehicle 
made oft through the dnrkness. 

Crnne ran back to the bant, hurriudly 
bitched up a horse and with ths barn man 
in his company, hurried in puwoit of the 
mysterious buggy, tracking it by the cries 
that came from tbe distance, 

The vehicle was overtaken near Robert 
Harvey's place,- going still ' nt full speed, 
and a neck and neck race began between 
pursuer and pursued, with tbe screams of 
the woman as an Inspiration to her -would- 
be rescuer, 

' Reaching the side of the buggy that con- 
tained the man and woman, Crane tossed 
the reins to the hired man and leaped from 
bis own bugjry to thp 7 other; grasping the 



lines and pulling the horse, dripping with 
sweat and at tho liist (rasp, to his haunches 

The buggy is said to have contained 
fcoorge Hlbhard, of Druce lake, and tbo 
young woman from Chicago, who had been 
summering at the resort. 

Young Hibbnrd is said to have taken 
the young woman out ridimr with him and 
bad attempted to assault her, which caused 
her outcries and the thrilling rescue by tho 
physician. 

Dr. Crane lectured the follow in no even 
term's nnd carried the young woman from 
tho carriage, and took her to Gordinier's 
hotel where sbo stayed for the rest of tbe 
night, proitrnted by her experience and In 
a hi (;hey nervous and excitable condition, 

Young Hibbnrd is said to- have left the 
country that night for parts unknown. 
Otherwiw it-is stated his arrest would have 
followed, ns the incident aroused great 
iudlgnation in the breast of the people of 
that neighborhood. 

Dr. Crane was injured about the knee 
when he made bis daring leap from one 
hug«y to the other, and had to bo taken 
to tbe hospital Monday for an operation. 

Women of that vicinity can not say to 
much for his gallantry and loyalty in com- 
ing to tbo rescue and be is quite the hero 
of the day at the resorts, withal a modest 
and unostentatious man.

ing to show for 81,000 in hank bills she

-The police oxpoct to catch tbo young 
man, who gnve the name -of «. "Mr." -Hall,", 
'and who said he was confidential man of 
Barllelt, Frnzler & Carrington. board of 
trade brokers. The story of the swindle, 
which has iust come to light, has"' to do* 
with the ilisapDearance for n .day nnd a 
night of Mrs. Chapman early -this month' 
and which was pub I in bed at that .time. 
It now develops that the morning of her 
disappearance Mrs, Chapman was induced' 
by Hall to lake n ride in an automobile to 
Evan* ton for the purpose of applying -to 
,Mr. Frazicr in person for employment.' 
Hall assured Mrs, Chapman it would be 
. necessary for her to deposit $1,000 as se- 
curity with the firm. She drew the amount 
-from a hank account of $3,000 left her by 
her husband. 

On reaching Evanstou Hall pretended to 
have learned by telephone that Mr. Frazier 
was too ill to be seen. Thereupon ho sag-' 
greeted that the day be passed in. riding 
about the city. Late at night, near Wau- 
kegan, it is alleged, the gasoline supply 
gave ont. Mrs. Chapman was placed in, a 
hotel by Hat). . There he obtained her 
$1,000 and placed it in a sealed package, 
"that bhe might *iot lose it at tbe hotel," 
The next' morning a package was given 
'her and «he returned , home, finding later 
•only waste paper in the package.

Jim Woodard declares that (he moun- 
tain sheep of Colorado Is In the same 
class ns -the -sacred bull of India. It 
must not be touched, says Woodard. 
If the animal Is seen browning upon 
the mountainside the gun of tho hunt- 
er must not bo pointed In Its direction. 

Tho nnlmnl, therefore, may be called 
the "aacrod sheep of Colorado Z~ There 
are hot many' of them loft, but under 
tho protection of tho law they aro In- 
crensing every year. * There Is a b^- J 
of. them on tho hills between Florence 
and VJetor, nnd Mr. Woodard has a 
photograph of a bunch grazing on n 
hlllsldo a short distance from Florence. 

But for 'the passage of n law which 
heavily fines those who kill this nnl- 
mnl, the species would have been ex- 
tinct long ago. 

A letter received In Mr. Woodard*s 
office recently tells of tho arrest and 
conviction of one Fred Klantzflky for 
killing a mountain sheep. Klantzsky 
was fined $300 and costs In tho county 
court at Canon City, The costs 
amounted to 1140, and If the accused 
man does not. settle he will have a 
long term to serve in the county Jail.—

largest Leaf In the World; 
The plant which has this most re- 
markable leaf Is -mimed .after Queen 
YJc.tp.ria. ,,It was the tribute of a Brit- 
ish 'traveler in a. faraway land when 
be discovered the unusual growth. 
The leave was more than five feet. In 
diameter, and around It extended a 
rim about three to five inches high. 
Whon it first opemi the flower is 
white; with pink In tho middle, which 
spreads over the, whole fioer tho mora 
It advances In age, and it Is generally 
found the next day of a pink color. 
As If to enhance its beauty it is sweet 
scented; like others of the tribe, it 
possesses a fleshy disk, and petals 
and stamens pass gradually Into each 
other, and many petalold leaves may 
be observed. '""We met them after- 
ward frequently/' says an explorer, 
"and, the higher we advanced the 
more gigantic they became; we 
measured a loaf, which- was six foet 
Ave Inches In diameter,. Its rim five 
and a halt inches high, and the flower 
serosa 15 Inches."

PRIMARIES TO BE HEW NEXT SATURDAY 



first Test of the New Primary Law and 
Everybody Should Turn Out 

On Snttirdiiy of this week, August 4, is 
primary election day. Tbis will be the 
first text of the n*-w primary Inw and it is 
hoped tbnt it wilt be given a thorough test 
throughout the county 'and state, 

All political pvrtiei, Republican, Dem- 
ocratic, Prohibition nnd Socialists hold 
primaries on the same day and in the same 
votiiiR precincts. The judges of election 
nt general elections nnd clerks chosen by 
them have charge of tho voting, which 
shall be at the same pi nee as at all general 
election?. Tbe polls will be open from 7 
Iri* the morning until fi in tbe evening. 

-Each political party has a separate bal- 
lot, which is distinguished by a particular 
color. For instance the He publican ballot 
will bo on while paper, tbe Democratic on 
pink and the Socialist on red. On each 
ballot is printed the names of all candi- 
dates for ofllce — Republican candidates ap- 
pearing on Republican ballots and Demo- 
cratic candidates on Democratic ballots, 

Every voter in tho county should turn 
out, ns at this election every voter votes for 
the candidate of his choice.

APPOINTS ZION CITY RECEIVER 

General Election to be Held in Zion 
to Elect Leader of the Church 



Attorneys John D. Simmons nnd Wal- 
lace ingalls of Racine, Wis., together with 
Russell Whitman, of Chicago, filed com- 
plaint In the United States District Court 
for the northern dintnct of Illinois In an 
action brought by Clarence J . Hichnrds, as 
trustee {or creditors of 'Grace Snell'CoHim- 
CofHn-Walker-Coffin-liay man- Love, of Cal,, 
n gainst Frank L,. Salisbury, Homer M. 
Thomas and A. D. Adcock and others, 
trustees of the eitnte of Henrietta Snell, of 
Chicago, The suit in form is an action in 
ejectment, nnd it is Bought to recover Chi- 
cago real estate now claimed by these trus- 
tees. 

From what little can be learned of the 
grounds of this action it will be claimed 
that this suit, which involves only u por- 
tion of the Chicago Snell real estate, is a 
test suit, and if the plaintiff succeeds' all 
of tho real estate now claimed by the trus- 
tees wilt become the subject of litigation. 

While the" lawyers interested in the pro- 
secution are disinclined to discuss the suit 
or tbe merits of it, it is understood tbnt 
the claim will be made that all of the 
property now bold by tbo trustees of tbo 
estate of Henrietta Snell was nttempled to 
be deeded to Mn. Snell by ber husband 
prior to bis death. It is now of greatest 



Zion City, the home of tbe Christian 
Catholic church, passed from tho control of 
the warring leaders, John Alexander Dowie 
and Wilbur Glenn Vollvn, into the bands 
of a receiver. John Craig Hntely, a mem-, 
ber of the Chicago Board of Trade, wne 
named by Judge Landis of the United 
States Circuit Court to take charge of the 
industries of tbe town.. He bns assumed 
control. The court ordered that a general 
overseer "be elected by the people of Zion 
Zlty.On Soptember-18. 

Following nre the important points in 
Judge Landis' decision: 

Lands, industries nnd nil property in 
Zion held to constitute a trust estate in 
which John Alexander Dowie can claim no 
individual proprietorship. 

John Craig Mutely, of Chicago, appoint- 
ed receiver of the Zion estate under bonds 
of $25,000. * 

The conveynnce by Voliva under power 
of attorney from Dowie of the Zion proper- 
ty to Granger declared to be "mere wnBte 
paper.'? 

An election ordered for* the third Tues- 
day in September, at which all members 
of tho church living in Zion City since 
January, 1906, may vote for^ ecclesinsticnl 
leader of tbe church. If there be more 
than one candidate the tabernacle to he 
used alternately for campaign' purposes. 

Publication of Leaves of Healing to be 
suspended until after the election, except 
for cue issue, which is to contain tbo full 
decision of Judge Landis, 

In due course the court is to make pro- 
vision for Dowie because of his services in 
organizing and developing tbe estate, 

The decree created considerable excite- 
ment among tho Zlonitei, many of whom 
were called traitors to their country by 
Judge Landis because they had signed 
oaths (e bo true to Dowie and subordinate 
to his wishes nil obligations to govern-' 
aient. : The wave of dissatisfaction threat- 
ened for a time to disturb tho court. This 
disorder was quelled by tho judge. 

At tho close of -the reading of the de- 
rision tbe, downfall and rain of the church 
as a spiritual power was predicted by some 
of the Zion lenders. The situation was 
not helped by the court's announcement 
that' it would, order an election for tbe 
choosing of a- General C-verseer. of the 
church. Thoy declared that such an elcc- 



vuhie. and worth at feast 81,000,000.00. 
That the deeds to Mrs. Snell were never 
delivered to her by ber husband, conse- 
quently Mrs. Snell never got any title to 
tbis property now in question Is another 
claim. Tii is, from what enn be learned, 
is likely to ob the basis of tbe plaintiffs 
claims. 

Mr. Richards, the trustee, is seeking to 
enforce the rights of the now Mrs*. Love in 
tbiB Innd on the ground that on tbe denth 
of her fntber she inherited n one-third in- 
terest on it, and in turn tbe trustees claim 
it will not stand in a contest in court. 

The creditors oE Mrs, Love are not num- 
erous, the aggregate claims being some- 
where around ,120,000. Her interest in 
this property which is sought to be en- 
forced in tbis suit through tbe trustee 'will 
amount, if successful, to several hundred 
thousand dollars. If this suit is successful 
it is claimed that ail of tbe property which 
consists of much vacant land in tbe city 
and farms outside, and many improved 
pieces of real estate, will go to tbo heirs of 
AmoB J, Snell, nnd will work a destruction 
oE the claims which tbe trustees under the 
will of Henrietta Snell now set onto this 
property.

tion will bo directly contrary to the tenets 
of the Zion faith. It is claimed that a 
secular election of a leader will make of 
the church institution a mere democracy, 
wherens it is supposed tf be n theocracy. 
Dowie, according to the docfrine of the 
church, was appointed by divine inspira- 
tion nnd selection. His successor, the 
members of the. church sny, should be 
chosen in tho same manner. 

Besides anpointinn Mr. Halely receiver 
ander.boad* of 825,000, J udjare Landis also 
suppressed the publication of the Leaves 
of Hejvling until after. the election nnd 
gave permission of the candidates for the 
head of the church to hold meetings in the 
tnbernocle on alternate Sundays. 

Judge Landis blamed Dowie for start! ne 
his "restoratiombost" movement nnd ac- 
cepting from his followers a sweeping 
pledge, which read: 

"That all family ties and all obligations 
nnd nil relations to nil human government? 
shall be held subordinate to this vow." It 
wns because Alexander Granger took this 
vow that the court refused to consider bim 
for the leceiverabip. la commenting on 
the vow and those who took it, tbe Judce 
said*. "It Is not my duty to express con- 
tempt for the man that could exact or take 
this oath. . But I am not obliged "to repose 
confidence in a man so constituted that, 
living in this republic, ha would serenely 
vow bis readiness at all times to abandon 
his family and betray his country. I will 
not appoint Alexander Granger receiver," 

Deacon John A, Lesris, recognized 
the spokesman of Dowie and who 
chosen by bim to manage tbe Paradise 
plantation of Mexico; the rock over which 
it is alleged the Dowie and Voliva parti- 
sans split, had the following to say of the 
decision: 

. "If the decree of Judge Landis stands 
the Christian Catholic Apostolic church of 
Zion is uprooted. The church it founded 
on tbe theory of a theocracy, and bow then 
can an election under the Inws of Illinois 
proclaim who shall be leader of the hosts? 
I maintain that God 'Almighty atone can 
designate who shall be the first anostlo. 1 
firmly believe tbat tho Lord bos designated 
John Alexander Dowie to lead the bosts- 
to the paths of light. Therefore when a 
special election is called the whole fabric 
of tbe church is destroyed. If God desig- 
nates tbe trader how can man choose bim?"

With Increasing; Scarcity of Game, 

Jungle Xing Becomes Menace 

bo Human' Life. 



Lions are increasing In number 
throughout the district, and, I believe, 
in all Angola, though they are 1 still 
not so common as leopards. Certainly 
they watch tbo road for dinner, and all 
the way from Benguela to Blho you 
haye a good chance of hearing them 
purring about your wagon any night 
Sometimes then you may find a cer- 
tain satisfaction la reflecting that you 
are Inside the wagon and that SO 
oxen or more are Bleeping around yon, 
tied to their yokea, An ox la a better 
meal than a man, but. to men as well 
as to oxen the Hon aro becoming more 
■Jmgerous ns the wilder' game grows 
scarcer. A native, from the wagon 
which crossed tbo Cuando'Just after 
mine, was going down for water In 
the evening, when a Hon sprang on 
him and split the petroleum can with 
bis claw. Tho boy bad the sense to 
beat his cup hard a gal net the tin, and 
tbe monarch of the forest was ao dis- 
gusted at tho noise that he withdrew; 
but few boys are so quick, and. many 
ore killed, especially in the mountain 
zono about 100 miles from the coast,

wet. They have proven hardy In Ver- 
mont; In fact n flock that waB lost all 
odo winter, nnd turned up in the 
spring, Is testimony to their ability. to 
stand cold. The tact tbat they thrive 
In Southern California and- Florida, 
and In their native homes, in Turkey 
and Africa, shows that they, are "suf- 
ficiently adapted to hot climates. If 
their range is In a, damp low-place,- 
howwer, they, wilt, Butely die.— Farm-.

ii»r-tlred biiRKW, and restfully slumbering 
d.iring the nights; This season's wheat 
crop Is Mfchily above tho average. Lit- 
tle rcninlm uncut and fanners everywhere 
concede 'the yield to mnko slightly better 
Mian thirty bushels to the acre. More 
wiw-at was sown tills year, and in the cen- 
trcl' port ion of the .State the largest acre- 
age known was put iu. The crop Inst 
year 'was surprisingly good, especially 
nt blind Springfield nnd in southern Illi- 
nois, which Is assigned by ninny ns the 
ehlcf cause for Increased wheat sowing, 
Farmers arc enthusiastic over their crop 
returns this early In the season. Corn 
seems to be progressing fnvorably. The 
oil crop Is exceptionally good and the 
st.-nw fnlrly henry.

Howe wns .brought 
home on n stretcher at the close of the 
war. lie had rheumatism, and wns con- 
fined to his bed for a year.

A good, big draft gelding Is the best 
proposition on the farm. He Is able 
to do good work nnd his owner enn put 
his own price on him. The buyer wants 
him nt almost nny price. The demand 
for really good horses Is greater thau 
the supply. 

Bheep nre high, and It would not be 
a good plan to go Into sheep raising 
on n Inrge scale nt this time by buying 
many. But sheep raising very certain- 
ly will continue a good business, and 
It will be wise to buy any- that can be 
hnd at a bargain wherever they are of- 
fered. 

There is a good deal in knowing how 
to adjust the cultivator and the fenders 
fo that the work 1» properly done.

f<> Make a Concrete Wall, 

A concrete wall should not be less 
than one foot thick. Such a wall will 
not prevent frost entering unless.lt Is 
furred nnd senled on the inside. It 
may be made double, leaving n dead 
nlr spnee in the center, which will, pre- 
vent the frost from entering, the base- 
ment. The wall can be built by using 
planks twelve Inetics wide, set, up In 
the shape of n trough *nnd filled solid 
with concrete. If a double wall Is de- 
sired, It would be better to use hollow 
concrete blocks which are manufac- 
tured for this purpose. A brick wall 
should be laid on either the outside or 
Inside of the concrete blocks, which 
tire ninnufnct tired etui wise against the 
concrete to make a dead-air space. To 
build a double wall of concrete would 
be expensive.

Sob! Ills Corn In Hoars. 

One farmer engaged In the product- 
ion of various crops suitable to both 
field ii i it! orchard said that be had sold 
only one load of corn In thirty-five 
years. He rnlscs many acres of corn 
every year nnd always keeps enough 
hogs to consume It If he does not 
hove enough hogs of his own raising 
he goes out into the country nnd buys 
them, paying often as much as $3. 
emit. While making corn the single 
food of hogs Is not advocated, yet it 
la believed that, when other kinds of 
feed can he fed with It, it pays to feed 
it upon the farm. Every bushel of 
corn changed into pork should bring 
back a higher price than. It. would If 
sold In the crude state. This Is true of 
course If It Is fed with other feeds, 
such as grass lo the summer time and 
clover bay and skim milk In the win- 
ter time. 



A certain county fair was once In 
the bands of some racehorse men, nnd 
It failed. It wns recently reorganized 
by fanners and made a county ngrl- 
cultural fair, and nil the farmers of 
that county brought their products nnd 
stock there and gave at least one day 
to It and It Is now on the road to suc- 
cess.

Successive Crops of Corn* 

The modern methods of agriculture 
teach thnt a rotation of crops is essen- 
tial for the best results, and especially 
Is It neeessnry In order to keep up soil 
fertility, A correspondent asks: "How 
enn you recommend the rotation of 
crops so strongly when experiment sta- 
tions grow corn year nfter year on the 
same ficldl" Our reader evidently re- 
fers to the work of the New Jersey ex- 
periment stutlon,. but either forgets, to 
refer to their methods, or else Is not 
familiar with them. On this famous 
fnrm the boII Is kept In tlio highest 
state of fertility hy proper methods, 
and while it Is true that corn follows 
corn, it la only because clover Is grown 
ns well, th'c plan being to sow crimson 
clover at the Inst cultivation of the 
corn, which la used as green forage Id 
the spring, nnd the corn stubble is 
plowed under and the sumo method 
again followed. If it were not for the- 
hlgh fertility of Jtbe crimson clover 
each year, It would not be possible to 
follow corn with com year urtor year 
with profit-

Weeds In Cam. 

The corn plant Is a grow f coxier and 
accepts any kind of mnuiire thnt may 
bo applied, hut It will not thrlvo In 
pnrttioralilp ultb any other plnnts, for 
which reason It must bo kept free from 
grans and weeds, in order to hnvo It 
ma (tiro before frost conies in tho fall, 
which necessitates tlio frequsnt h«o of 
tho cultivator, Tho clean preparation 
of tlio land before planting and tho 
stirring of the surface soli after every 
rain destroys weeds and grass, which 
permits lUo fnrmcr to nceoinpllau such 
task ii t tho least costy ns ho benefits 
tbe corn crop whtlo preparing tho land 
for Another tlio following season, For 
thin reason, wltero largo fields aro cul- 
tl vu ted, there enn bo no substitute for 
corn, and whether prices rlso or fall 
tho corn crop is a accessory adjunct to 
forming In this country. On tho form 
Its vnitio Is not confined to Its grain 
alone, hut tho etitlro plant enn bo util- 
ized for some purpose. It Is, therefore, 
the most Inexpensive preparatory crop 
known. Ever}* former alms to sccuro n 
crop of com, and into planting Is re- 
sorted to rather thnn Incur total fail- 
ure. Success with a latoplnntcd crop 
depends upon tho condition of tho toll, 
tho variety nod'Oio mode of cultiva- 
tion, but tlio tnnln drawback Is the op- 
pcflrnnco of frost early In tho Reason, 
which, however, docs not frequently 
occur,

Two cans of 
peachea thus prepared were analyzed 
with reference to add content, .in both 
practlcnlly tho normal umount of acid 
waa found. It Is stated that the same 
process la used with prunes.
